$9,.372,437.283, an increase of $5,630,690,399, or 38.72 
per cent. ~The gross value of manufactured products 
in 1880 was $5,369,579,191, and the increase during the 
decade 1880-90 was 74.54 per cent. 








Tue Virginia constitutional convention, now in

THE annual report of United States Consul Boyle, 
of Liverpool, England, contains some interesting in- 
formation on the independence of British workmen. 
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Among the odd causes of strikes he gives are the fol 
lowing: 

“A few weeks ago some painters who were rede 
orating the interior of a church in a midland town 
ceased work because women were employed to clean 
the droppings of paint on the pew, and the employers 
had to finish the job themselves. And quite recently in 
a seaside town there was a strike of teamsters becaus: 
their employer refused to discharge a driver who had 
made a journey to a neighboring town three hours 
quicker than they themselves had been accustomed to 


take.” 


A RECENT issue of Engineering gives some interest 
ing data of steps taken by the Bethlehem Steel Co. to 
reduce the cost of common labor employed in shoveling 
coal, ore, etc., and several highly trained specialists were 
engaged to study the problem. It was found that the 
time taken to insert a shovel into a pile was shorter if 
it were shoved into the top instead of the bottom of 
a pile. It also varied with material, taking longer for 
coke than sand, and, of course, with the man also, a 
powerful laborer taking 22 pounds at each shovelful, 
while the average was not more than 12 to 14 pounds. 

As a result of this investigation, new sets of 
shovels, specially adapted to different kinds of work 
were used, and instead of sending a man out in the 
morning with a shovel, and allowing him to carry it 
all over the premises and use it indiscriminately on 
coke or ore, shovels of different sizes and shapes were 
used for different materials. The result of the study of 
this problem has been that the staff of common labor- 
ers, Which averaged 400 or 500, at wages of $1.15 per 
day, has been cut down, and the work is now done by 


85 men, who are paid at the rate of $1.85 per day.

DEATH OF CHRISTOPHER EMRICH. 


The stove trade will learn with deep regret of the 
death of Christopher Emrich, one of the pioneers in the 
stove trade, which took place at Columbus, Ohio, Jan.

The envelope containing this catalogue shows an 
exquisite pastel of the goddess Tanagra. The illustra- 
tions are half tones of an exquisite fineness, printed in 
two colors that give an excellent idea of the workings 
of the McRoy conduits. These conduits for electrical 
wires are made of shale clay, which has Leen subjected 
to a triturating process. The body is very dense in com- 
position, which firing renders extremely vitreous. All 
surfaces are salt-glazed, making them impervious to 
moisture and resistant to frost. 

The openings at either end of the conduits are 
slightly enlarged by beveling the walls, thus avoiding 
the possibility of uneven edges. Through the center 
of the cross partition walls in the four and six duct 
varieties there is a dowel hole about a half inch in diam- 
eter, made to accommodate iron dowel pins. As con- 
duits often are cut to shorter lengths, the dowel holes 
extend from end to end and will receive the pin at any 
point. The McRoy multiple duct conduits are complete 
in themselves. Each length is as strong as a mono- 
lithie mass, and, without any concrete whatever very 
often meets all the requirements of subway construction.

DEALERS SHOULD NOT LET CATALOGUES LIE 
AROUND LOOSE. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

You will pardon me for calling the attention of 
dealers to one important feature of the retail busi- 
ness, Which causes an endless amount of trouble to the 
retail man. In the natural course of business every 
retailer gets an endless amount of circulars, catalogues, 
ete., from manufacturers and wholesalers. These he 
carelessly suffers to lay around on the counter, stdol or 
elsewhere, often using portions of them to wrap up 
various articles. Now the farmer considers himself a 
sharp business fellow; and in hundreds of cases he 
tries to get alongside the manufacturer or wholesaler 
through means of letter writing. Sometimes he suc- 
ceeds far better than Mr. Retailer imagines. These 
careless circulars put him in the possession of all the 
various addresses and the means of opening up a corre- 
spondence, which always, no matter how terminated, 
works an injury to the legitimate retailer. 

Within a week past I have seen two men taking 
sundry names from such printed matter, one going 
through a large machinery catalogue taking several 
names and addresses. I called the dealer aside (a new 
man), cautioned him and advised putting these cata- 
logues out of sight or burning if not wanted. And | 
would strongly urge every retail dealer to be most par- 
ticular and careful with all such matter that may come 
to him. It would be well for the several state conven- 
tions meeting soon to take this one little matter up 
and discuss it thoroughly. 

A good many manufacturers and jobbers respond 
to these fellows, make small sales and then try to use 
it as a leverage for business with dealers. Some will sell 
such trade anyway for what there is in it. Mr. Retailer, 
consign to ashes all such matter and make your business 
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strong and aggressive. Don’t encourage the peddler by 
conspicuous use of his printing.

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THUMPING SOUNDS IN WATER PIPES. 


Oo THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

We are troubled with a thumping noise in the 
water pipes of a dwelling house caused by the pumping 
of water at the station a half mile distant. We have 
three air chambers on the system, but they do no good. 
What can we do to remedy this trouble? SUBSCRIBER.

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

The best thing we can suggest in this case is to 
compel the water company to abate the nuisance which 
they are causing to their customers through the im- 
perfect pumping apparatus at their pumping station. 
It is a very hard mafter to muffle the sounds made by 
poorly constructed water pumps where they feed di- 
rectly into the street-service pipes, as we suppose they 
do in this case, unless the trouble is remedied at the 
pumping station. We would not expect any number 
of air chambers, put on the pipes in the ordinary way, 
to effectually remedy the sounds caused by the pulsa- 
tion of the pumps, yet we believe that tf one air chamber 


is placed on the service pipe, just inside of cellar wall, 


there will be a sufficient improvement to warrant its 
expense. Air chambers connected with service pipes 
are necessary in cases of this kind, for the protection 
of the pipes and other plumbing fixtures against burst- 
ing from such perpetual and sudden shocks, even if they 
should not entirely remedy the noise. ‘The aim in using 
a new air chamber is not alone to provide a receptacle 
that the aim in this is not alone to provide a receptacle 
for a certain amount of air to act as a spring or cushion, 
but also to cut off the water between the street service 
and house pipes, and as well muffle the sounds, yet not 
interrupt the flow of water as it is drawn. Sounds 
travel many times faster through water than through 
the material of which the pipes that carry it are made, 
hence in this construction of air chamber it is aimed 
to break this conduction power of the water so that the 
vibrations which pass in beyond the air chamber will 
be compelled to travel through the material of th 
pipe. And, again, as lead is a poor conductor of sound, 
we use a piece of lead pipe two or three feet long, a= 
shown, between the air chamber and house-supply pipe. 
CONSTRUCTION OF AIR CHAMBERS. 

Use a piece of iron pipe three feet long, two sizes 
larger than that of the service pipe, capped on top ab 
solutely tight; screw this into a reduced tee standing 
in a vertical position, with the small end and outlet 
of tee to be the size of the house water pipe, dropping 
down the outlet connection of tee about six inches or 
so, as shown; then insert a piece of lead pipe about 
three feet long on house side of air chamber. Now, 
the idea is that much of the time, and especially at 
night, the air in the chamber will not only occupy the 
space above the tee in its construction, but will also 
extend down even below the tee, and thus cut off the 
solid connection of the water and will remain in this 
manner until water is drawn through some fixture in 
the house. Many of the sounds that may come from 
even the air chambers can be muffled by placng around 
it a wooden box carefully filled with sawdust.

HOSPITALS FOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES AND 
THEIR VENTILATION. 


BY THOMAS BARWICK 
(Read before the recent meeting \merican Society 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers. ) 
SHOULD BE BUILT OF FIREPROOF MATERIA 

Hospitals for contagious diseases should be built of fire- 
proof materials. The cruciform plan should be considered 
as the best for such a building, or they should be built with 
provision for the administrative portion at the center and 
radiating wings for the wards and sick rooms 

The building should be arranged so that at one point, 
either front or rear (preferably the rear), the reception of 
the patient may be provided for without being brought in 
contact with the administration offices of the building. Ar- 
rangement should also be made so that the patient may be 
quickly transported to the various wards or confining rooms 
either by means of an elevator or graduated stairway, with 
out passing through any of the administration portion 

ARRANGEMENT OF BASEMENT. 

rhe design for such a building would be two stories in 
height, the sick wards being placed on the upper story and 
the convalescing wards or rooms on the first story. The 
basement portion of the administration part of the building 
should be arranged to receive the mechanical plant for the 
heating and ventilating, and other requirements, the wings 
being left for the heating and ventilating ducts, etc. 

ARRANGEMENT OF FIRST STORY 

rhe first story of the administration portion should be 
arranged for the administration uses only, the second story 
for operating rooms, etc., in connection with the wards. The 
Hoors throughout the building should be of granolithic: the 
walls on the inside should be of glazed brick, terra-cotta, or 
tile, so that they may be washed down at any time. Parti 
tions should be constructed in a similar manner, and the 
doors and window sash should be made of iron, or covered 
with metal, and as little paint as possible should be used in 
the building. 

PROPER EXTENSION FOR WINGS 

Che first floor should be arranged with individual rooms 
or double-occupant wards. In no case should the wings 
extend beyond six beds in depth, allowing for twelve occu 
pants in the ward, with a preference for smaller wards than 
the above, so as to isolate the different diseases as far as 
possible. There should also be a preference for wards on 
the second story with ante-rooms, baths, toilets, etc., arranged 
adjoining the administration portion, and separated by proper 
closed vestibules. The building should also be provided with 
its own domestic machinery, such as cooking, laundry ap 
pliances, etc. 

Such a building should be built with proper elevation 
above the surrounding country to give it a free and clear 
drainage from any surface water that may interfere with 
its foundations, or percolate through the floor of the base 
ment 


The heating and ventilating apparatus should be con- 
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fined to the basement portion in the wings. The building 
should be arranged to be warmed by a system of heating 
stacks placed on standards and enclosed in galvanized iron 
at the foot of the vertical flues in the basement, and ar- 
ranged with double dampers, so that at any time if a higher 
temperature is required in one room or ward, the same can 
be secured through the medium of warm air, the air pass- 
ing into the various rooms through plain fretwork

AIR SUPPLY. 

The air supply should be brought from a point as far 
from the general building as possible, so as to provide for 
uncontaminated air, and should be forced through the rooms 
by means of a blower driven by any motive power that may 
be adapted to the work. 

The air supply for such a building should be carried up 
in the walls through terra-cotta flues and enameled or 
glazed on the inside so as to be germ-proof as far as pos-

any portion of the apparatus become out of order, it would 
not necessitate the closing down of the building. 


THERE SHOULD BE A LOW PERCENTAGE OF VITIATED AIR. 

In supplying air to such a building it is necessary to 
have a very large volume, so that the percentage of vitiated 
air will be kept to a very low degree. For buildings of this 
class I should recommend not less than 5,000 to 6,000 cubic 
feet of air per hour for each occupant; that is, to each 
individual in a room. The administration portion of the 
building could have slightly less than this amount, but my 
preference would be for the full volume throughout all 
portions of the building. 

The vitiated air from the various rooms should be col- 
lected through vertical flues carried down to the basement 
connecting into sealed ducts formed of brick or terra-cotta, 
and the insid eof each flue should be enameled or finished in 
similar manner to the heat flues. Each wing should be 
entirely independent of the other, and the vitiated air ducts 
connected into vertical uptake shafts (or they may be car- 
ried down to one central point to a vertical shaft), carried 
far enough above the top of the building so that the dis- 
charge from the shaft will not contaminate the air in the 


neighborhood. 
RECEIVING CHAMBER FOR VITIATED AIR. 

The vitiated air should be collected into a_ receiving 
chamber at the foot of the vertical uptake shafts or shaft and 
passed through a disinfector, in which the air should be 
burned, either by means of coke fire or a furnace especially 
designed, or by highly heated steam coils, a jet or spray of 
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steam being introduced into the chamber so as to destr 


the disease germs as far as practicable, in the same manne: 

as clothing is disinfected by means of steam disinfecting 

chambers, or the air could be passed through one of th 

well-known disinfecting tanks that are at present in use 

various parts of the country. By these means we may b: 

able to destroy the live germs passing through the air. 
HUMIDIFIERS SHOULD BE USED. 

Sweepings and dust from these rooms should also b 
conveyed to this vertical uptake shaft, either by means of 
blower or by an induced draft in the vertical shaft. Per- 
forated steam pipes could be introduced in the main air sup 
uly ducts and in the vent ducts and vertical flues wher 
possible, so that the entire space may be flooded with steam 
Humidifiers should be placed in each room and automatically 
regulated. The windows in such a building should be sealed 
in such a manner that they cannot be opened to the outside 
air, dependence being placed upon the heating and ventilating 
apparatus. 

Provision should also be made for the fumigation of 
the rooms by such means of fumigation; by Formaline or 
other disinfectors as are at present in use and found adapt 
able. Each room could be separately treated through the 
supply and vent flues by using proper dampers. 

WATER. 


Water should be introduced (both hot and cold) into 
each of the wards and rooms, so that the walls, ceiling, and 
tloors may be thoroughly washed down. As far as possible, 
the ventilation from the rooms would be best if taken near 
the floor, as the tendency for the heavier bodies and small 
particles of clothing, etc., is to settle at the floor line; there- 
fore, they will be conveyed by the air current to the various 
outlets and therice to the disinfecting chambers. Clothing 
should be thoroughly disinfected in disinfecting chambers 
placed in each of the wards or wings before being taken to 
the laundry, these chambers being located at some point 
accessible to each ward independent of the administration 
portion of the building. 

Such buildings can be built in cities where the popula- 
tion is crowded, or situations that are of limited area in 
their districts, without fear of contagion to any portion of 
the surrounding country. 

WITH BACTERIA, 


FRAME BUILDINGS PERMEATED 


Some of the buildings that I have investigated have been 
frame structures, many of them being supplied with simple 
direct heating apparatus, the radiators being placed in the 
rooms, and no proper provision being made for the supply 
of fresh air or ventilation. The studding of the building 
was constructed of wood and plastered, with the idea that the 
occupancy of the building would be temporary, and so that 
any time the building may be burned or destroyed; but the 
general run of these buildings have been in use from twelve 
to thirteen years. Through improper care and lack of funds, 
the buildings have become permeated with vermin and bacteria, 
and as the buildings are constructed with no proper pro- 
vision for ventilation or supply of fresh air, they are en- 
tirely unfit for the purpose designed. Some of these build- 
ings have small ventilators placed in the ceilings, connected 
with cowls on the roofs, emptying into the surrounding air 
without any provision to destroy the germs in the vitiated 
air, and allowing the same to escape to the surrounding at- 
mosphere, thus creating an actual nuisance. 

COST NOT THE FIRST REQUISITE. 

In buildings of this use it should not be considered that 
the cost of construction or cost of operation is the first 
requisite for such a building. The general health of the 
public should be considered first and above all other circum- 
stances. The cost of maintenance of such buildings, as 
before described, will be considerably beyond the cost of those 
that are now constructed in some parts of the country, but 
the menace to the public health where the cheaply constructed 
buildings are used, is a constant dread at all time; therefore, 
I should recommend that for contagious diseases, buildings 
should be constructed with proper ventilating requirements, 
and so that they may be entirely fumigated and cleaned with- 
out any possibility of contamination.

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NOVEL SMOKE CONSUFIER. 





M. ])’Altoff has invented a smoke-consuming de- 
vice in which he utilizes the smoke to form a com- 
bustible gas which he calls “pyro-gas.” The apparatus 
consists of a kind of filter into which the smoke is 
driven by a ventilating fan. The filter is filled with 
porous material such as wood, tow, cotton, coke, etc., 
and over this is allowed to run a continuous stream of 
liquid hydrocarbon, petroleum, benzine or alcohol. 
The result is that a gas is collected from the filter which 
is rich in carbides of hydrogen, especially ethylene, and 
thus has a great calorific power. It. may be used for 
heating or to drive gas engines. On the other hand, 
the filtering matter, which has stopped the soot and 
the heavy hydrocarbons, may be used as a combustible. 
In this way the smoke is suppressed and a great econ- 
omy of combustion is secured. Several plants of this 
kind are said to have been installed at Brussels, and 
in one of these the “pyro-gas” is used to heat the boiler 
of a 50 horse power steam engine. A plant at Malines 
uses the gas directly with a gas engine of 50 horse 
power, and several others are to be installed.—Scien- 
tific American. 
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NATIONAL PROGRESS. 


“The Progress of the United States in its Material 
Industries” is the title of a monograph issued by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, which contains a series 
of statements which show the rapid development dur- 
ing the century of the important factors in the present 
prosperity of the country. These tables, which occupy 
a number of closely printed pages, show the development 
in products of the field, forest, mine and manufactory, 
the growth in our population, wealth and commerce, 
the extension of railways, telegraphs and other methods 
of communication and transportation, and present an 
interesting and instructive picture of the progress of 
the United States and its people during the period from 
1800 to 1901. 

Among the interesting facts presented by these 
tables are the growth of production, the growth of com- 
merce, the growth of wealth, the growth of money in 
circulation, the growth of deposits in savings banks and 
the increased number of depositors in savings and other 
banks, the decrease in interest on the public debt, and 
many other facts of this character. On the production 
side, it may be said that the cotton produced has in- 
creased from 155,556 bales in 1880 to 9,436,416 bales in 
1900; the wool produce, from 35,802,114 pounds in 
1840 to 302,502,328 pourds in 1901; wheat, from 151,- 
999,906 bushels in 1866 to 522,229,505 bushels in 1900; 
corn, from 867,946,295 bushels in 1866 to 2,105,102,516 
bushels in 1900; copper, from 650 tons in 1850 to 270,- 
588 tons in 1900; pig iron, from 165,000 tons in 1830 
to 15,800,000 tons in 1901; petroleum, from 21,000,000 
gallons in 1860 to 2,661,233,568 gallons in 1900; coal, 
grom 3,358,899 tons in 1850 to 267,850,000 tons in 
1901; and gold, from $50,000,000 in 1850 to $79,171,- 
000 in 1900. 

During the period under consideration exports of 
merchandise have grown from $70,971,780 in 1800 to 
$1,487,764,991 in 1901; the per capita in 1800 being 
$13.37 and in 1901, $18.81. The imports of mer- 
chandise have grown from $91,252,768 in 1800 to $823,- 
172,165 in 1901, while the per capita imports have 
fallen from $17.19 in 1800 to $10.58 in 1901. 


Turning to the figures which show the net results 
of these developments, those relating to wealth, circula- 
tion, deposits, etc., the tables show that the wealth has 
inereased from $7,135,780,000 in 1850 to an estimated 
$94,300,000,000 in 1900; the per capita wealth, from 
$307.69 in 1850 to $1,235.86 in 1900. The public debt 
(less cash in the Treasury) was in 1865, $76.98 per 
capita, and in 1901 was $13.44 per capita; while the 
interest on the public debt, which in 1867 was $143,- 
781,592, had fallen to $32,342, 797 in 1901. The figures 
of money in circulation show in 1860 a total of $435,- 
107,252, and in 1901, $2,175,387,277. The circulation 
per capita in 1860 was $13.85; in 1901, $28.02. The 
deposits in savings banks in 1830 were $6,973,304; in 
1883, 53 years later, they were $1,024,856,787, and by 
1901, a further period of only 18 years, had reached 
$2,597,094,580. Meantime the National banking sys- 
tem had come into operation, and in 1865 the deposits 
in national banks were $500,910,873 ; in 1880, $1,006,- 
152,853, and in 1901, $3,044,600,000. The number of 
depositors. in savings banks grew from 38,085 in 1830 
to 1,067,061 in 1866, and 6,358,723 in 1901. Railways 
grew from 9,021 miles in 1850 to 199,378 in 1901; 
and freight carried one mile increased from 39,302,- 
209,249 tons in 1882 to 141,162,109,413 tons in 1900, 
freight rates falling meantime from 1.24¢ per ton per 
mile to 75-100ths of one cent per ton per mile.

COPMIPANY TO MAKE PETROLEUM BRIQUETIES. 





A company has been formed in France for the 
manufacture of petroleum briquettes. It claims to 
have so far perfected this substitute for coal that the 
former objection of its injuring boilers by reason of 
some chemical action produced by combustion, have 
been obviated. The briquettes have been manufactured 
in various ways in the United States, Russia and 
France as a combustible for steamships and certain 
industries where rapid production of heat was desira- 
ble. These objections, however, detracted from its 
utility. The method of manufacture is very simple 
and requires but little machinery—Popular Mechanics. 
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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

Although the car situation has measurably im- 
proved and the iron furnaces in the Chicago district 
have generally resumed, the acute conditions as to actual 
supplies of pig iron have been little changed. . This 
product is in demand at all markets, with premiums 
paid for quick delivery. Examples of this are shown 
in slight advances at Pittsburg and Philadelphia, al- 
though conservative interests still deprecate higher 
prices. Imported steel billets are selling at Philadel- 
phia for $28.50, the same price that domestic billets 
are bringing at Pittsburg. No formal agreement has 
been reached on iron ore prices. Old range Bessemer 
will remain at $4.25, last year’s price, but outside pro- 
ducers are getting 25 cents per ton more than in 1901. 
Light and heavy hardware is active at all markets, 
such products as hinges and bolts having been advanced. 
Bar iron is $2 higher, although the pool has not for- 
mally raised its price. The rail mills of. the country 
are filled with orders and are not seeking outside con- 
tracts. 


WRE NAILS. 

Wire nails and wire products have been advanced 
5e per 100 pounds during the week, making the base 
price for nails at $2.30 in small lots, and $2.25 in car- 
load lots. 


CUT NAILS. 
There is but little demand for cut nails, small 
lots being sold at $2.30. 


BARB WIRE. 

Painted barb wire is still being quoted at $2.80 
and galvanized at $3.10, with an addition of 5e for 
small lots. —— 

PLAIN WIRE. 

Plain wire remains unchanged at $2.20 in small 
lots. 

STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

New business has about kept even with the supply, 
owing mainly to the withdrawal of the leading manu- 
facturer from the market on light sections. The plans 
for the erection of several large office buildings in this 
city may also be temporarily dropped, or at least greatly 
modified, owing to the recent decision of the city coun- 
cil not to grant permits for the construction of build- 
ings above the 130-foot limit, at least not for the 
present. Dealers report a very satisfactory demand 
for structural shapes in small lots. We quote mill 
shipments, carload lots, as follows: Beams, 15 inches 
and under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; angles, 
6x6 and under, 1.75c; over 6x6, 1.85c; plates, 1.75c; 
base; tees, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c; lots from store, 214¢ to 
3c per pound. 


BOLTS AND NUTS. 

The expected advance in the prices of bolts and 
nuts went into effect during the middle of the week. 
On machine and carriage bolts the advance averages 
10 per cent and on nuts the advance is 1-10c per pound. 

BUILDING PAPERS. 

The market on tarred roofing felts is represented 
by the following prices: F. 0. b. mill in carloads, per 
ton, $26.50 for single ply; two-ply, per roll, 40c; 
three-ply, per roll, 60c. Corresponding prices, in smaller 
lots, delivered, are $30 per ton for one-ply, 50c per 
roll for two-ply and 70c per roll for three-ply, although 
these latter quotations are affected somewhat by the 
territory to which they go. Rosin sized sheathing, 
f. o. b. mill, in carlots, is $26 per ton; delivered, $27 
per ton, and less than carloads, delivered, $28 to $30 
per ton. Small lots of, say, a ton or so, are quoted: 
Light weight, 35ce per roll; medium weight, 47c, and 
heavy, 58e per roll, delivered. 


CORDAGE. 

On a basis of 7-16 inch and larger sisal rope is 
quoted at 9c to 9144c. Manila rope, on the same basis, 
1214¢ to 13c, with 4c per pound rebate allowed on 
large quantities.

City raw linseed oil is quoted at 60c to 62c¢ per 
gallon is less than 5-barrel lots. 


SHEETS. 

There is no decrease in the demand for this ma- 
terial reported. Prices remain firm and deliveries are 
satisfactory. We quote No. 27 black from store, 3.40c, 
and galvanized 70 per cent to 70 and 5 per cent. 


BILLETS. 

The. scarcity in both Bessemer and open-hearth 
billets continues without change and consequently but 
few sales are reported.

BARS.
